X wished to moke oartaln that I hed underatood oorreotly the pooltlon 
of the Deportnwnt of tete with regard to the f onaatlon of n ViiMiilan 
ecaasltto e. aa that position had been defined to me by ay tntorlootttor 
hlnaelf In the ooorae of previous talks. I asked Hr. Hlokela abather 
the oonoluslona I had drawn aa to the position of the Departnent of 
State, froai enr previous talks, ware oorreot. I resuawd those oon^ 
elusions aa follows t P 

1) Ihe bepartaant of Shits has not suggested and does not intend;^ 
suggest, at least up to the present tine, the forastlon of a osasdlisle^
